As per your request, the following is a brief explanation of the 
coin production process. 

Until 1965, the Denver Mint was responsible for every aspect of 
the minting process, beginning with the actual make-up of raw 
pieces of copper and zinc, silver and copper, copper anc nickel 
alloy, etc. The various compositions were weighed to a form known 
as a "melt," weighing approximately 500 pounds. The wooden boxes 
would then be routed to the Melt Room where the contents would be 
dropped into a furnace and melted into an "ingot," approximately 
5' x 14" x 3". The ingots would then be routed to the rolling 
mills where they were repeatedly passed between two large rolls 
and flattened to the thickness of whatever denomination of coin 
was being processed at the time. 

The demand for coin became greater than our production 
capabilities, so two initial phases of producing the cent, 
quarter, half dollar, dime, and nickel were contracted out to 
private industry. The Mint continues to punch out the planchets, 
anneal, upset (mill), and stamp all denominations, except the 
penny. Since October 1982, our penny blanks have been supplied by 
private contractor* i.e.* Ball Corporation* located in Greenville, 
Tennessee. The blanks are shipped to us ready for actual stamping 
of the designs. Also, since October 1982, the composition of 
pennies was changed from 95% copper and 5% zinc, to 97.5% zinc and 
2.5% copper. The penny constitutes approximately 70% of our 
production. 

We have a manufacturer supplying the coils for the half dollar, 
quarter, dime, and nickel--01in Brass Corporation. These coils 
weigh between 4-6 thousand pounds. After the strip or "coils" as 
they are called are passed through the punch press, the 
blanks/planchets are run through the various processes. The scrap 
or "clips" are weighed and shipped to the manufacturer for 
re-melting or recycling of the material. 


The first step of coin processing is punch 1 n h 9 , ^re routed to

annealing furnaces, heated to a temperature of 1,400 degree^ 

Fahrenheit, washed, rinsed, and dried so a unset or "milled" 

the blanks for easier production. They are then' u P se between 

as it is called. This process entails running eachi blank betwe 
a grooved disc and a segment to squeeze the blank to P P 
diameter and raise an edge on the rim of the blank for bet J e J\ 
stamping capabilities. The process also prevents weardown of the 
impression on the coin from constant use. 

From the mills, the blanks are then routed to the 

where the "head" and "tails" are pressed on the blank. Atter it 

is stamped, it then becomes a ."coin." These f^^Tuse^ ti 
of stamping 550 pennies per minute. The dies that are used to 
stamp the impression are interchangeable so the 79 (approximate) 
presses can be set up on different denominations depending on 
production requirements. 

All coin is processed through screens with pre-cut sized holes_ to 
eliminate over/under-sized coins from contaminating acceptable 
coinage. The coin, after screening, is then routed t0 the 
counters where it is machine-counted into canvas bags, weighed by 
pallet (40-50 bags per pallet), and stored in vaults until shipped 
to the Federal Reserve Banks. They, in turn, distribute the co 
to commercial banks. 

We only make coins here at the Denver Mint. All paper money is 
made at the Bureau of Printing and Engraving in Washington, D.C. 

I hope you will find this information helpful.

such coin was made in 1978. The Ei¬ 
senhower dollar is 1.5 inches in diam¬ 
eter and weights 23 grams. 

“It .was too cumbersome to 
carry,” said Rael. “People who had 
complained about the old silver dol¬ 
lars had even more to complain 
about with the Eisenhower dollar; it 
was bigger." 

Both the Eisenhower and the An¬ 
thony dollars were “clad” coins — a 
copper core with nickel on each side. 

“A few of the Eisenhower dollars 
made in 1971 were 80 percent silver,”

The process did improve the sets, however, 
we noticed some abrasion effect on the surface of the penny and decided 
to scrap the idea and return to the process of washing the coin prior 
to packaging. 

The Denver Mint has not embarked on any type of idea or program to improve 
the appearance or quality of coins or coin sets for any other purpose than 
to produce an attractive product for the public.

We were very pleased to read your letter in which you appreciate the "money 
eagle." Initially, I got the idea when I visited the Philadelphia Mint some 
years ago. They had one on the wall. I was told that you could purchase 
them already made, however, when I ordered one, I was told that the company 
was not making them any more. Therefore, I designed one and Annie Wakimura 
put the coins together. I then designed a second one which is from a design 
of the eagle family which will appear on the four gold bullion coins issued 
this year. 

The money is glued on velcro material which is stapled on a 1/2" thick ply¬ 
wood board. We use a glue called household "Goop" which sells for approxi¬ 
mately $4.00 per tube. This seems to do the job in holding the coins onto 
the material.
